Opens Up a Big Question.

Has the Interstate Commercs commission
the power to passjupon the financlal as well as
transportation affairs of a raflroad? That
questlon s opened anew by the refusal of the
New Haven to produce records aof financial
transactions with another concern on orders by
the commission, the order belng based on
specific request from the senate for certaln in-
formation, The commission’s prompt resort to
the courts to force compliance indioates ita de-
termination for a final settlement of tha ques-
tion.

Undoubtedly an jssue is Involved In the con-
trovarsy, which affecta also the powars of the
newly proposed Trade commission, and the
sooner it Is determined one way or the other
the better for all concerned. The present
tendency is toward extemsion rather than re-
striction of such regulatory authority and, whilo
certaln reports arising from recent New Haven
activitiea seem to warrant & good deal of in-
quiry on the part of the government, & more
definite rullng may be required to show how
far we may safely go In this direction.

Public sentiment, we may be sure, will de-
mand for the commission such power as will
emphasize to rallroads this point, that they
exist, primarily, ns ecommon carriers, and should

Little ﬂirh and Their Dolls

Mre. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, who has
klven us the “kitchenlessa home," slong with a
few other advanced utllities, proposes now to dis-
courage little girls from playing with their
“dollles' as If they were thelr bables. True, so
far as we are able to discover, little girls have
practiced this maternal mimiory ever since there
have been any little girls, just as instinotively as
& real mother fondles and adores her own chil-
dren. But to permit such antique idlocy in this
highly illumined and pragmatic twentieth cen-
tury is all too preposterous. If you mistakenly
think otherwise, heed this from Mre. Gilman
herself:

Little girls should mot be allowed to play with
dolls and eall thems thelr bables. Whether It s
done lnstingUvely or In Imitation of thelr own
mothern, thay should not play house and put their
“children” to bed nor harbor any of the emotions
or dutles of & mother. It Is not childish; It is b
normal. That love of little giris to “mother” things
is just another proof that with a woman her sex
predominates,

Mrs. Glilman says it Is “abnormal.'” Well, the
answer to that is, under certain oconditions,
mothering "dollles” might become abnormal, but
until that point Is reached, it will be no more
sbnormal for little girle to "mother'’ thelr “dol-
Hes' than for thelr own mothers to mother the
little girls. The more dollies the more motherly
instinet and the more real girlies, and that is a
consummation to be desired and not to be dis-
couraged.
